My Social Security check 
is only $56.10.

The Department of Pens- 
ions and Security has nothing 
to do with the amount of your 
Social Security check.

One way to do this is 
to plant plenty of seed. In 
letters mailed on cotton, 
corn, and peanut production 
in the past few days, we 


have recommended a bush-" 


el of reginned cottonseed 
per acre or 16 lbs, of acid 
delinted cottonseed, For 
peanuts, we recommended 
one seed for every three 
inches. Some folks may 
want to put them a little 
closer than this, We rec- 
ommended planting corn 
12-15 inches in the drill,

Sam Paschal who lives 
south of Enterprise got a 
report on his soil samp- 
les last week, and the lab- 
oratory is recommending 
minor elements for cotton 
and corn nowthat they were 
not recommending a few 
years back, 

For example, Sam’s re- 
port on cotton pointed out 
that he needed to put down 
about 1/2 bushel of boron 
per acre under his cotton, 
His report also called for 
25 lbs. magnesium per a- 
cre. 

In checking the cotton 
fertilization recommen- 
dations, I find that about 
1/2 of them require boron 
and magnesium. This might 
sound a little complicated; 
but if your soil test calls 
for magnesium or boron, 
just go to your fertilizer 
dealer and he will have his 
supplier fix your fertilizer 


according to your soil test’ 


recommendations, 


We have reports show- 
ing that if Coffee County 
farmers could control 
stomach worms in their 
cattle that cows could be 


wintered on about 30 per 
cent less feed, 

We have a lot of cattle- 
men inthe county who never 
worm. Folks dealing in an- 
imal health in Alabama say 
that we need to worm young 
cattle two to four times a 
year, 

Stomach 
cattle to swell under the 
Jaws, to look unthrifty, 
weak-eyed, and long-hair- 
ed, and to have scours. 
All of this causes the cattle 
to fall to gain, 

Phenothlazine given ac- 
cording to directions onthe 
containers will do an ex- 
cellent job in controlling 
worms, You can get this 
from your seed and feed 
stores and from your vet- 
erinarlan, 

If you have questions on 
how to control these worms 
in cattle, ask your yeteri- 
Marian or your county a- 
gents.

During the month of 
April, a lots of our lawns 
in Coffee County are in- 
fected with weeds. Weed 
seed gets blown in from 
surrounding areas and get 
washed in, It is often dif- 
ficult to control weeds. 

Most of us don’t have 
time to go out and pull up 
each weed, but we can use 
a chemical. 

One of the best treat- 
ments to use is as follows: 

Apply two tablespoons 
(one ounce) of 2,4-D amine 
in one to five gallons of 
water per 1,00 square feet 
of lawn area to be treated. 
Wrap shrubbery or other 
sensitive plants with paper 
to protect them from the 


2,4-D, Make one or more 
applications in the spring 


or fall when plants are 
growing and the tem- 
perature is about 80 


degrees,

tell everybody what to do

play. Aunt Sarah held the 
tight arm and Aunt Sue held 
the left arm. Everybody had 
a duty to petform. Aunt Carr- 
ie always heated the water, 
and people who knew said 
she was the finest water 
heater in three counties, ‘he 
men folks, too, had their 
part. They cut fire wood and 
got drink and did real well 
at it. Everybody, that is, 
except cousin Oscar, who 
had to pray after all the ex- 
citement had sort of died 
down. Cousin Oscar’s wife 
was the head-rubber and she 
was tops in her field. She 
kept a pitcher of cool water 
handy and a fresh cloth ready 
at all times. Cousin Oscar 
prayed for everybody there 
and blessed those who held 
the feet and arms and mopped 
the brow. He blessed the 
food the neighbors had sent 
in and also partook gener- 
ously of it. I couldn’t swear 
to it, but I don’t believe cou- 
sin Oscar closed his eyes 
when he was offering up the 
prayer. The reason I say 
this is because I peeked 
several times, and he was 
always glancing up and down 
the long table and he knew 
tight where the best looking 
chicken pies were situated 
and the minute he said 
‘"Amen”? he headed for the 
table like an offensive guard 
on a football team. You could 
kiss that pie good-bye. 

It was mighty hard to get a 
baby mixed up back then, 
and one reason was _ that 
some communities would go 
for months and months before 
a baby was bom and the 
chance of giving him to the 


' wrong parents were about a 


billion to one. 

Another piece I saw way 
over in the back part of the 
paper was where a woman 
from Livermore, California, 
wanted to commit suicide by 
jumping from a tall building 
and there were no tall build- 
ings in Livermore, so she 
bought a bus ticket to Los 
Angeles. She picked out what 
she thought was a tall enough 
building for jumping pur- 
poses. It was 7-stories high, 
and ordinarily you would 
figure maybe five stories 
might be enough, The woman, 
though, threw in 2 extra 
stories for good measure and 
she got a running start down 
the hall and out the the win- 
dow she went. Well, what 
happened was that she land- 
ed on some wires, which 
broke the fall somewhat and 
she is now in a hospital. 
Thomasville, like Livermore, 
Califomia, has the same 
kind of trouble. We have a 
lot of 2-story buildings, but 
aren’t good for suicide jump- 


ing. About all you’d wind up 
with would be a bunch of 
broken bones and a hospital 
bill and somewhere in your 
hospital plan you would prob- 
ably find some small print 
that your policy is not good 
in cases where suicide is 
attempted. Somehow, I feel 
sort of sorry for that poor 
woman, laid up in a hospital 
after going to all the trouble 
to get to a big town like Los 
Angeles. Too, buses are so 
crowded these days, and she 
had probably gone through 
enough torture getting there. 
On top of all that she will 
have to take a bus for the 
return trip to Livermore. 
Pll bet $4 that she didn’t 
have a round-trip ticket! 
Another thing, the Chamber 
of Commerce of Livermore 
isn’t going to roll out the 
red carpet for her. If it hadn’t 


gotten in all the papers, 
millions and millions of 
people never would have 
known that Livermore was 


such a small town, If any 
of the people around here 
ever get the idea of com 
mitting suicide, they should 
first check with the Secretary 
of the Thomasville Chamber 
of Commerce. We might work 


out an arrangement where 
they could use the water 


tank. I would almost guaran- 
tee you that you wouldn’t 
wind up in a hospital, but if 
you failed I would buy you a 
bus ticket to a larget town, 
In fact, I might talk you out 
of the whole thing.
